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FIGHTING SATAN. 


Rev. Sam Jones Opens Up the 
Campaign in Rome. 


Conk sialeeaesleeilll : 
A Great Revival Which is Largely Attended 
—Incidents of the Opening—Crowded 
Houses and More Coming. 


Rome, Ga., May 25.—[Special.]—The revival 
meetings began under most favorable auspices 
last night. Rey. Sam Jones was greeted at 
his first service by an audience of 2,500, and 
the interest was very marked throughout the 
service. He preached from the text, ‘‘Alex- 
ander the Coppersmith did mo much Evil.” 
Before he proceeded to the discussion of his 
text he said with gratitude for the fact that 
we have lived through another twelve months 
and that weare permitted as preacher and 
people to mingle under this commodious roof 
rendered more attractive and givena larger 
seating capacity than ever before. He said he 
was greatful for the privelege of worshipping 
with the people of Rome again and the people 
surely responded to all the kindness which 
Mr. Jones feels towards them. 

Mr. Jones then went into the discussion of 
his text, saying that God, with His infinite re- 
sources, was utterly powerless to save men 
without human co-operation; He might’ have 
ordained other methods, but having ordained 
that man must help to save men, He has stuck 
to this method without an exception for six 
thousand years. Again, He said the devil is 
utterly powerless to damn a an without some 
man to help him in the work; with all his 
cunning, with all his majorities, with the hu- 
man mind inclined to evil, the devil never 
made a drunkard, a liar ora whoremonger 
without human agencies coming to his assist- 
ance,°and Alexanders of the coppersmith 
brand, he said, had multiplied upon 
the face of the earth, and we find them 
everywhere, co-operating with the devil, help- 
ing him in the work of ruining souls and the 
damnation of men. The first effort of the 
devil with his Alexanders is to break down 
our character, then our reputation, then our 
faith, then our religious enjoyment, and what 
man is worth anything to God and religion 
when the Alexanders accomplish their end? 
Then he said the smaller tribe of Alexanders, 
such as tattlers, back-biters, envious and jeal- 
ous, how often they get in their licks in social 
life, in business life, in personal experience; 
but St. Paul said: ‘Nevertheless, the Lord 
strengthened me.’’ O, he wholeans upon the 
arm of God can stand secure and pray the 
Lord to reward them according to their works. 
He who puts his faith in the strength of God 
shall Gome out more than conqueror.”’ 

Then again St. Paul said: ‘‘He shall pre- 
serve me from every evil work and to his 
heavenly kingdom. Now, brethren we come 
to the final perseverance of the saints, the 
house wife with an equal Big Sa of peaches 
and sugar in the brass boiler, she preserves her 
peaches and tells me that she has fixed them 
so they’ll keep. O, me the preserving grace of 
God fixes us my brethren so we'll keep in all 
climates and in all worlds, for ever and ever. 
The sermon was listened to with great interest 
and the congregation rose in masse when Mr. 
Jones said, ‘‘Ali who favor this work of grace 
and will pledge their support and prayers, 
stand upon your feet.”’ 

The service at 6 o’clock this morning, led by 
Rey. J. A. Bowen, of Mississippi, was well 
attended and deeply spiritual. 

At 10a. m. Rey. Sam Jones preached from 
a part of Paul’s experience before Agrippa: 
“Rise, stand upon thy feet; I will make thee 
both a minister and a witness to these things; 
thou shalt open their eyes and lead them from 
darkness into light, from the power of Satan 
unto God, that they may receive forgiveness 
from sins and be sanctified by the faith that is 
in me.’’ : ‘ 

As he wentinto the discussion of the sub- 
ject he had the closest attention, and the con- 
gregation warmed toward him and his theme 
as he said that St. Paul, the representative, 
the typical, the ideal minister and faithful 
Christian related his experienee as God said 
to him, *‘Rise, stand upon thy feet;’’ in other 
words take a stand for God and Christ, take a 
stand on the side of the ten commandments, 
on the side of right. Then like St. Paul, fight 
the good fight. To be a good Christian, and a 
Christian of power with God and influence 
among men, may mean two different things; 
to side with the right, to fight for the right, 
to die for the right, was Paul’s idea of Christ- 
ian duty and manhood. Not only a minister 
speaking the truth, but a» Christian 
living the truth. Then, open their eyes and 
let them see. -Mr. Jones said in tne last few 
years he had fallen into the hands of severalof 
the physicians of the leading life insurance 
companies. They examined and probed, not 
for the good and the strong features of his 
physical self, but they said: ‘‘My duty to the 
company is to find out if there is any organic 
trouble with you.’’ So let the preaches ex- 
amine and probe, not to discover the good and 
strong hearts and character, but to find and 
administer where the organic troubles are. A 
man with asound heart and lungs may die 
with a diseased liver, and so 4 man with many 
good traits of character may be vitally diseased. 
Open their eyes, help them in the diagnosis, 
then show them the remedy, then lead them 
from the power of Satan unto God, then comes 
forgiveness of theirsins and the faith that 
sanctifies the soul. 

The sermon produced a profound impres- 
sion and the hundreds shaking the hand of 
Mr, Jones after the service shows how warm- 
ly he lives in the hearts of our people.

A little son of Mr. Farkas provoked the can- 
ine’s wrath in some way when it attacked him, 
fastening its teeth in one of the boy’s legs, and 
cutting along but not serious gash in his 
thigh. 

A little school girl yesterday while holding 
around piece of bottle glass in her mouth sud- 
denly felt it slipping down her throat. She 
tried to disgorge it without avail. A sharp 
point of the glass stuck into her throat lacer- 
ating it painfully, She was threatened with 
strangulation and could not swallow. At last 
the — slipped down her throat and was 
swallowed. 

A little boy, after playing in a barn among 
the hay, felt an insect crawling over his face. 
He tried to brush it away, when it proved to 
be a large spider, which bit him severely in 
the right temple. 

While driving a Texas pony by his farm, a 
doctor yesterday met with what nearly re- 
sulted in a serious adventure. The animal 
was slashed with the lines, when it dashed for 
the farm fence, which is composed of three 
strands of the most dangerous description o 
barbed wire.

A colored carpenter fell from the roof of a 
three-story building, a distance of about forty 
feet. He struck upon his head on the sidewalk 
below, and was picked up, his entire body 
a mass of clotted blood. Within a 
month he was at work, as well as ever. “If 
he had not fallen upon his head,’’ said the 
physician in attendance, ‘‘he would have been 
a dead man.”’ 

At a boiler explosion a negro was struck on 
the head hy a piece of flying iron, His head 
was broken. Picces of the skull were taken 
out by the surgeon, the clotted blood and brain 
scraped away and some of it replaced. Heisa 
well man today. 

Another negro met with asimilar accident. 
He not only lost some of his skull, but parted 
with two or three teaspoonfuls of brain. Heis 
asmarter and brighcer darky now than ever 
before.

Rocking and Heaving of the Val- 
ley of the Mississippi. 


A Series of BRemarkable Shaking That 
Continued for a Period of Three 
Months—Incidents of the Quake. 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

On the night of December 16, 1811, 4 well- 
defined trembling of the earth awoke the inhavi- 
tants of New Madrid, on the Mississippi river. 
This was the prelude to a series of most re- 
markable and exceptional shakings, that con- 
tinued for a period of three months. Few in- 
stances are on record of such protracted and 
violent agitation in a region rémote from 
volcanic contiguity. The region of country 
most involved was over three ean ee 
in length and perhaps from fifty to eighty 
miles wide, the’ tows of New Madrid be.ug 
near the center of the district, with the great 
father of waters flowing right through it. 
Within these boundaries some most singular 
natural phenomena were made manifest. At 
this time the river was low and the water 
rather clear, but this changed toa reddish hue 
as the bottom of the river was churned by the 
undulations, while the surface was lashed Into 
bunches of foam that quivered to the incessant 
trembling. : 

The atmosphere was peculiar. A thick and 
apparently gaseous vapor shone in the dim 
light with a purplish tinge, and seemed to be 
distinct from smoke or the haze of Indian 
summer. + There was what has been pegpentey 
noticed, a peculiar ‘‘earthquake sky’’ an 
“earthquake air.” The great force seemed to 
pass along in the form of great undulating 
waves, the effect being the alternate opening 
and closing of immense fissures. As the earth 
thus opened along the shores of the great 
river, when the rents closed again, water, sand 
and mud were thrown, in many instances, over 
the tops of the trees. The heaving of the bot- 
tom of the river would temporarily check the 
enrrent, but in its subsidence would send the 
flow on again with increased impetuosity. In 
many places where the banks were precipitous 


remain open, but immediately closed again, 
and the great energy of nature was thus frit- 
tered away in a series of long-continued drib- 
bles with very unusual surface manifestations. 
Meanwhile, as this surplas of pent-up force 
was thus expending itself, the region was agi- 
tated somewhat after the manner of the scum 
in a boiling pot. 
As it was, this tediovs thumping continued 
until the terrible outbreak occurred at Carra- 
cas, in South Ainerica, which teok placé in the 
ensuing spring, when, the pent-up forces hav- 
ing found vent, the long-continued vibrations 
cecased. 
There was simply no sufficient avenue of 
ready escape for these overcharged forces, as 
would have been the case through a ccnven- 
ient crater, and so the proceszes of escape were 
prolonged for months, which, under more fa- 
voring conditions, might not have required 
more than a few days. The alternate ne

the weather was sultry and oppressively hot. 
The air was misty, but calm and dull. The 
sun was Visible, but seen through the haze his 
light was a dull red, like a ball of glowing 
copper, and only shed a gloomy twilight on the 
surface of the water. 

While there was not a breath of air, the 
trees waved and recked asif in a gale, their 
tops, where they grew dense, in many instances 


. interlocking, in which positions they remaimed 


for years afterward. This was caused by the 
wave-like motion of the surface of the ground 
on which the trees stood, tilting them at 
various angles and intermingling their tops in 
such a way as to hold them before they recov- 
ered their perpendicular. 

Owing to loosening of the roots the forest 
trees generally over this region thereafter pre- 
sented the appearance of *‘deadenings.”’ Gird- 
ling with an ax could not have killed them 
more effectually. In the river new islands 
rose and some old ones disappeared. Most 
singnilar, too, was this remarkable action on 
the land. Hills sunk from sight, and lakes 
were there instead. Where some lakes had 
been the land was dry and elevated, and vast 
heaps of sand lay scattered in every direction. 

At times, when this condition was at tts 
highest, shock followed shock, while the vapor 
was so thick that not a sunbeam could pene- 
trate through it. Cohsiderable areas sunk 
somewhat below their former levels, and into 
some of these basins the Mississippi commenced 
discharging its waters, and for a time the river 
presented the singular spectacle of running 
toward its source. Where these ‘sinks’’ fell 
below the water level lakes were formed, one 
of which is probably seventy miles in length 
and from three to twenty wide, in places shal- 
low, in others fifty to 100 feet deep, being con- 
siderably deeper than the bottom of the river. 

Other ‘‘sinks’’ are dry, some of large extent, 
thousands are small, kettle-like basins, some- 
times with clear water. For many years 
among the wonders of this region was to rows 
or sail over some of these lakes, and, gazing 
down into the depths, see canebrakes covering 
the bottom, among which fishes and other 
aquatic creatures disported themselves. At 
other places the dry land forest trées emerged 
dead and gaunt from the water, the water line 
some little distance up their trunks; then thie 
trees were sunk deeper and deeper, till 
in places only their tops were visible. 
Below low water mark the stubs are still 
standing. 

STRANGE UPHEAVALS. 

In the vicinity of New Madrid the earth was 
rent with innumerable fissures: the church- 
yard on the bank of the river was thus de- 
tached and engulfed in the waters. Skeletons 
of long extinct monsters were in some in- 
stances thrown to the surface in the throes of 
this remarkable upheaval. The region was 
visited seven years after by Flint, the geogra- 

her, who took numerous notes of the strange 
eatures that still remained. 

Many deep chasnis sti!l were visible, through 
which great volumes of water, coally matter 
and sand had been discharged toa great height. 
The fissures had a prevailing direction, with 
some variation, generally north and north- 
west. 

The country people, perceiving this general 
trend, felled trees so as to fall across these pre- 
vailing lines, and on occasions when shakes 
and breaks were unusually threatening they 
would fly to these and geton them as a meas 
ure of safety. 

It wasatime of general terror. The emi- 
nent engineer, Bringior, related to Professor 
Lyell, the widely known geologist, that he 
saw, as the wave motion advanced, trees bend 
down and meeting others they would interlock 
before they could again right themselves. 
Mr. Lyell visited this region in 1846, 
in the interest of science, and saw 
numerous ‘sand blows,’’» as they were 
called—circular cavities of varying diameters 
and depths. One peculiar sink hole was no- 
ticeable, as it had dropped right down, inter- 
rupting an even plain, the sides being then 
still very steep, and the distance down to the 
water’s edge twenty-five feet. A region cov- 
ering hundreds of square miles, is known as 
the “‘sunken country,’’ and presents an in- 
tensely interesting fleld of curiosity to the 
students of nature. 

As this earthquake visitation stands alone 
in some very peculiar characterist:cs, it is nec- 
essary, in explaining it, to considersome of the 
exceptional conditions under which the force 
of nature had to act. 

It was stated near the opening of this arti- 
cle that the sceue of action was remote from 
volcanic contiguity. While this is and has 
been true for ages, it was net always so. Along 
the Rocky Mountain ranges are evidences of 
formerly volcanic craters, but which, during 
long ages, have been inactive, and consequent- 
ly have filled up. There is no doubt whatever 
that these once did gervice as vents 
through which the over pressure of this region 
of the earth’s interior could and 
did discharge itself. Had these vents stil] 
been serviceable there might have been some 
days of rumbling, discharges of smoke, gas 
and lava, more or less, as Jotsneinds by the 
extent of area involved or extent of pressure. 
Quite likely no great accumulation. of force 
would have resulted, as this would have ex- 
hausted in a series of lesser manifestatious. 

A STRUGGLE TO ESCAPE. 

But all the vents within thousands of miles 
were closed; atremendous pressure was at 
length generated, bearing upward against the 
earih’s crust and hammering against it for 
exit. The center of the pressure seems to 
have been under this New Madrid district, or, 
if this was not the center, the pressure at all 
events here made itself more manifest, meet- 
ing with less resistance in the rocky structure 
overhead. 

It is at once apparent that the cleaning of 
the great valley of the Mississippi must Buea 
cut largely into the rock stratification and 
have correspondingly weakened the Tocky 
arch, so that, when subjected to this tremen- 
dous subterranean hammering, this action 
would here be manifest before affecting the 
side regions of higher altitude. Now, this 
area of least resistance had also a denosit of 
sand, prerel, etc.. of unknown depth, over 
what is known as bed-rock. No eyidence ex- 
ists of any regular passage from bed-rock down, 
other than the usval seams and fissures, and 
the force had tocome up in spurts through 
“lifts” with intermittent intervals, sometimes 
ecagree rock casing sand the silt that over-.

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: Advances itn-Aerial Navigation. 


It is now a matter of more than reasona- 
ble certainty that the younger generation 
of the present day, if not the older ones, 
will live to see such a degree of perfection 
reached in the development of the science 
of aerial navigation, that the practical appli- 
cation of the art will play an important part 
in.the methods of transportation of their 
day. . 

The remarkable achievements which 
would have been looked upon as impossi- 
bilities a hundred years ago, are certainly 
more wonderful in the perfection which 
they have attained, than would be the suc- 
cessful application of the theory of practical 


transportation through the air. Had our fore- | 


fathers of the revolution been told that their 
grandchildren would be conveyed from 
place to place at the rate of forty miles an 
hour by means of the railroad of today, or 
that almost instantaneous communication 
by telegraph would be established. between 
all parts of the civilized world, or that such 
things’ as the phonograph, the telephone 


and many other conveniences now in every. 


day wdse, would perform their wonderful 
‘work of today, or that Liverpool would be 
brought within five days of New York, they 
would have looked upon such prophesies, 
certainly with less credulity than should 
‘we of today on the prospect of navigation 
through the air, particularly when we con- 
sider that in the ene case nothing had been 
@one to foretell such wonderful advances, 
‘and im the other, that various experiments 
have been made showing that successful re- 


 -pults are almost certain. 


The art of traversing the air, evom by 

means of balloons, is comparatively a new 

one. The first aerial yoyagers, by human 

_ contrivance, were a sheep, a duck anda 
_ @ock, which were sent up in a balloon 

-Parisin 1783, the ascent of which was a ,* 
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thousands of spectators, among whom were 
the royal family of France. Various im- 
provements were made and men began to 
traverse the air in ballooris, and in 1794, the 
French used them with success in observing 
the movements of the enemy, in the war 
with Austria. Since then many improve- 
ments have been made, though the balloon 
has never become practical on account of 
the difficulty of guiding its course against 
contrary winds, and in the troubles attend- 
ant to descent. Even should remedies be 
found for these, however, the balloon would 


never become of general practical worth, - 


and it isnot likely that they will ever be 
used for other purposes than at present. 

But the flying machine, or air ship,—how 
about that? 

Projects in this line have heretofore been 
purely chimerica), and though thousands of 
experiments have been made, the matter 
has generally been regarded as belonging to 
the cranks. But the advances of late have 
attracted the serious attention of the coun- 
try. A bill has been introduced in con- 
gress appropriating $75,000 to promote the 
work of experimenting upon De Baussett’s 
invention for an air ship, and the commit- 
tee to which it was referred has reported 
unanimously in favor of the appropriation. 
De Baussett’s plan consists essentially of a 
metallic vessel, made up in compartments 
and otherwise suitably braced and strength- 
ened against external weight and pressure, 
and of requisite size, so that when suffi- 
ciently exhausted of air it will, by displace- 
ment of a bulk of external air greater than 
its weight, rise in the air and sustain and 
carry a desired burden. The vessel is to be 
provided with pumps for exhausting the air, 
and also with rapidly revolving blades or 
propellers for moving and steering it, There 
will also be the necessary machinery, elec- 
trical storage battcries to supply power, and 
means for transporting passengers and 
freight, the whole to constitute a convey- 
ance for rapid passage over short or long 
distances overland, or for transoceanic pas- 
sage, and for general purposes of commerce, 
exploration, observation and so forth. 

The use of the Washington navy yard, 
with all its machinery and facilities, is to 
be given to the builders, and the work is to be 
done under the supervision of the secretary 
of the navy. Who knows but that aston- 
ishing results may be obtained, and that the 
air ship may not be a thing of the present 
century!

The Sham Battle at the Nashville 
Drill. 


Squad Drill in Which the Atlanta Rifles 
Take Part—The Macon Cadets Pre- 
sented With Flowers. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 25.—[Special.]—The 
excellent bill of fare set before the public by 
the inter-state encampment management to- 
day drew together an audienee of 10,000 peo- 
ple,and afforded plenty of amusement. Never 
before has the grand stand and grounds been 
so crowded. The stand couldn’t hold one- 
third of them and hundreds of ladies stocd up 
nearly the entire afternoon. The fences along 
the track were covered by men-and boys, and 
when the hour for the sham battle had arrived 
numbers of the boys afid men. were seen 
perched on the fence on the opposite side of the 
field. Everything passed off in the best possi- 
ble order, ; 

The most striking and important feature of 
the day’s exercises was the appearaoce on the 
field, as leaders of opposing forces, of General 
W.H. Jackson, of Belle Meade, and General 
Joseph B. Palmer, of Murfreesboro, two tricd 
soldiers of the late war, men who have smelt 
powder on many fields of blood and carnage 
during the dark days of 1861-’65. 

The Rockville Artillery, from Rockville, 
Ind., was drawn upon the parade grounds first, 
ready for the word of command. The detach- 
ment does not size up so well as some that have 
appeared. Captain F. E. Stevenson, Battery 
b, Louisiana field artillery, followed. In 
height the boys s'zed up well, though in thick- 
ness there was considerable variety. The 
loading and firing were noticeably rapid. The 
dismount and mount gun and carriage and 
load and firing of one shot took one minute 
and twenty seconds, while the second shot was 
tired twenty seconds later. 

The Witt Rifles took the initiative in the in- 
fantry contest,and were’greeted with around of 
applause as they marched for the second time 
into the arena to drill for the interstate prize, 
having already virtually won the state prize. 
They went through the ditifeult company 
movement with the same proficiency, and 
elicited the same applause from the spectators, 
asin the former drill.

Something About the Invention Which Con- 
gress is Considering. 
Washington Corr. New York Herald. 

In an interview today, Mr. R. G. Dyrenforth, 
formerly commis-ioner of patents and the attorney 
for Mr. De Baussett, replied, in respon-e to the ques- 
tion, “Upon what theory is the proposed experiment 
based:”’ 

“Upon the welt known law of physies, that if-you 
exhaust an-air tight compartment, the weight of 
which shall be less than the weight of air it con- 
tains, it will seek ahigheraltitude. If I throw a six 
pound shellinto water it wilisink. 4f the sme 
amount of metal is expanded on to a vesse! displae- 
ing a volame of water greater in weight than the 
metal, then it will float. That is the theory on 
which naval architects build ships, and in my argu- 
ment before congress I referred to a statement 
made in the Herald a short time since, which served 
to give congressmen who saw the latinch of the 
Yorktown a definite, practical idea of just what dis- 
placement of water meant in the catculations of 
naval constructors, Here is the paragraph: 

“Jt is now known that when the gun-boat Ycrk- 
town is completed in every detail as contracted fo 
by the Messrs. Cramp, the weight of the material 
will not be one per cent in exces; of the construct- 
or’s calculations, and this in a vessel of 1,700 tons 
displacement. It is said among naval officers that 
this close adherence to plans and precision in con- 
struction is very seldom if ever attained by the great 
shipbuilding firms in Eugiand.’” 

“I had heard that Secretary Whitney was very 
much pleased with the exactness wiih which the 
department's calculations were adhered to,” your 
correspondent remarked, “but how does it bear 
upon the construction of an air ship?’ 

‘In this way. If you were to ask Mr. Charles H. 
Cramp or any of that firm, with a1 their intimate 
knowledge of the strength and weight of metals, to 
build you the biggest air-tight cylinder with the 
least expenditure of metal, so strong that it would 
allow the air to be exhausted, and yet so light in 
weight that it would be less than the actual weight 
of air pumped out, have you any doubt about their 
ability to make such a cylinder? How many times 
wonld they have to experiment to attainthe result 
asked? I referred tothe Cramps because of their 
eminence and the daily manner in which they dem- 
onstrate that greater marvels than we propose are 
actually aceomplished.”’ 

*“The scientific details, then, you contend, are al- 
ready within the range of naval architects skill.” 

‘Precisely. It becomes, as I said, a question of 
the displacement of air instead of water, of con- 
structing a cylinder of thiniy-rolled metal made so 
as to resist the outside pressure when three-fourths 
of the air is exhausted, andin havinga capacity of 
airin weight exceeding the weight of the structure. 
It is, I say, only a questien of a naval constructor's 
skilltodothis. The Niagara suspension bridge was 
a marvel of engineering triumph twenty-five years 
ago. What is it compared with the East river bridce 
of today? The problem of building a cylinder of 
such capacity as to make it not only float, but carry 
machinery, is as actually solved as that an oil silk 
balioon, filled with material far excceding in light- 
ness the weight of air, can carry men and baliust 
for hours and floatover the land hundreds of miles.”’ 

The airship, which will probably be designed if 
congress encourages the building of it, would have 
a lifting force of over one hundred thousand pounds 
-—that is, over and above the weight of the ship, ma- 
chinery and equipment.” 

‘‘And what would be the size of this air chamber 
to float this immense weight?” 

“Upon all the computations employed, its length 
would be about six hundred feet. its diameter about 
one hundred and twenty-five feet.’’ 

“What material would be mainly used in forming 
the shelland the hundreds of smailer compart- 
ments within, of which you speak?’ 

“Thin plates of steel, suitably braced against ex- 
ternal pressure. Tothis end the shell would te 
cylindrica}, with cones at either end, giying it the 
appearance of a double ended cirar, Within would 


be air chambers so constructed as to hold ¢izht cubic, 


metres of air. These in combination would practi- 
cally brace the shell and all the compartments. W

His health failing, he 
was advised to go to a temperate climate, and 
chose to cast his lot among the Indians of Ore- 
gon, where he arrived in 1874. He was placed 
in charge of the Indian tribes on the Umatilla 
reservation by the saintly Archbishop Blanch- 
et, where he has remained ever since, 

But Father Conrardy, whose ambition has 
always been to take the worst and most diffi- 
cult place, was not satisfied. It was in 1876 
that he, having heard of the heroic undertak- 
ing of Father Damien among the | of 
Molokai, conceived the idea of becoming his 
companion. As early as 1881 he was accepted 
for mission, but owing to the scarcity of 
priests in this archdiocese, he was constrained 
to postpone his departuré for this field until a 
more favorable time. Letters received from 
Father Damien recently show that the leper 
colony has increased to 1,500 soals and they are 
arriving in large numbers, sometimes as any 
as thirty a week. 

It is well Known that Father Damien has 
fallen a victim to his charity. He writes 
Father Conrardy that disease having settled 
on his hands, he will soon be unable tocele- 
brate mass, arid there will be no one to break 
the bread of life to these creatures. In 
order to hasten to his relief Father Conrardy 
gives up a farewell visit which he contem- 
plated paying to his family in B A 
short time Father Conrardy was offered a

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AUBREY’S GREAT RIDE. 


Remarkable Journey on Horseback Aross 
the Western Plains. 
From the Kansas City News. 

Among the deeds of early life inthe west the 
famous ride of F. X. Aubrey from the plaza of 
Santa Fe to the public square of Independence® 
Mo., as a physical achievement stands with gut 
an equal. Indeed, it is doubtful if the history 
of the world ean present a parallel tothatgreat 
ride of 800 miles, through a country overran 
with hostile Indians, a large part of the dis- 
tance being through sandy deserts and leading 
across rivers, mountains and prairies, with on- 
ly the sky fora covering and the earth asa 
resting place. 

An old resident of this city, who used to 
kpow Aubrey very ,im conversation re- 
ere said : 

“When I first met Aubrey, about 1848, he 
was a young man of 35,the perfect picture of 
health and strength. Short, rather heavy set, 
weighing about 160 pounds, he had an honest, 
open countenance, and was one of the rising 
mten of the plains. He was a French Canadian, 
came to St. Louis in 1840, and very soon after- 
ward engaged in business as a Santa Fe trader, 
making trips to Santa Fe from In ndente, 
and spending the larger of his time in the 
saddle. He was a noted horseman, and spared 
neith man nor - when on a journey. 
Everything he did was done with a rush. 

‘‘Aubrey made two rides alone from Santa 
Fe to Independence. The first was on a wager 
of $1,000 that he could cover the distance in 
eight days. He succeeded in reaching his des- 
tination three hours before the expiration of 
the time. He killed several horses in the ride, 
and it is said that the death of one horse on 
the way obliged him to walk twenty-five miles 
to Council Grove, carrying his die on his 
back, before he found another. He was the lion 
of the day at St. Louis and Independence after 
this ride. There were many powerful men and 
many good riders in those times, but not one 
of them dared to attempt to beat Aubrey’s 
record. He determined to beat it himself, and 
on a second wager he left Santa Fe in 1851, 
and gave the severest test of hnman endurance 
I have ever known. 

‘I was on my way to Santa Fe (it was thirty- 
s¢ven years ago) with a train of twentv-five 
wagons filled with merchandise, and knew 
nothing of his design. When we were at the 
Rabbit Ears, about 100 miles from the old 
Spanish city, we saw a man approaching in a 
Sweeping gallop, mounted@on a yellow mare 
and leading another. As he came nearer, mis- 
taking us for Indians,he whirled and retreated 
50 or 60 yards,then turned totake a second look. 
Our wagons coming round a hill proved that 
we were friends, and putting spurs to his steed 
he dashed past, merely nodding his head as 
the dust tlew into our faces. It was a great 
surprise to me for Aubrey to treat a friend in 
that style, but when I reached Santa Fe I un- 
derstood it. Every moment was precious. It 
was the supreme effort of his life. Night and 
day he rushed on. Six horses dropped dead 
as he rode them; 

‘“‘His own beautiful mare, Nellie, the one he 
was riding as he passed our party, and one of 
the tinest pieces of horseflesh I ever saw, quiv- 
ered and fell in the ageonies of death at the end 
of the first 150 miles. Several splendid horses 
had been sent ahead, and stationed at different 
points on the trail, Noman could keep up 
with Aubrey. He would have sacrificed every 
horse in the west if necessary to the accom- 
plishment of his design. It was not money he 
was after, but fame. He had made a wager 
that the trip would be made in six days, 

‘‘At the end of five days and thirteen hours, 
exhausted and fainting, he was taken from a 
horse that was trembling from head to foot, 
and covered with sweat and foam, at the 
southwest corner of the present square of 
Ind dence. He sank into a stupor, from 
which he was not aroused in forty-eight 
hours.”’ ‘

In the third year of the late war General 
R. E. Lee was expected to cross the Potomac into 
Prince George's countv at the head of the confeder- 
ate army on its march to Pennsylvania. Hisfriends 
and admirers in and around Mari- 
borough determined to give him a cordial 
welcome, and to celebrate the event by 
presenting him with some appropriate article to 
serve as a testimonial of their esteem, and as a 
souvenir of hisvisit, The general and his army did 
not-come, but his friends decided to give him the 
present and they collected $300 for that purpose. 
They concluded tosperid the money for a pair of 
gold spurs. They were of’solid gold, with morocco 
straps. The rowels were of steel, as sharp asa nee- 
dle’s point. On the inside of each spur was en- 
braved a Latin inscription signifying ‘Gourage 
urges on,” and the words, “Presented to General 
Robert E. Lee by his friends and admirers 
of P. G. Co., Md.” The difficult task of getting 
the spurs through the lines was assigned to a gen- 
tleman of Prince George's, who now resides in 
Baltimore. He gave them to a blockade runner, 
and they had a narrow escape from falling into the 
bands oftheecnemy. He leftthemat the house of 
a friend while he went to another point in quest of 


| other articles During his absence the house was 


ransacked by a squad ot federal cavalrymen. The 
only occupant at the time was a lady, and when she 
saw the imminent peril of the precious spurs she 
thrust them into her dress and saved them. Ae- 
companying the spurs was @ note stating that they 
were the giftof General Lee’s friends in Prince 
George’s. No names were attached to the note, as 
the donors had no wish to make themselves liable 
toarrest in case of the capture of the spurs. The 
fear that he would get his friends into trouble 
deterred General Lee from acknowledging the re- 
ceipt ofthe spurs. After the war he visited Prince 
George's and was given a dinner by Major Lee, and 
there met the friends wLo had remembered him so 
kindly. ‘rhe spurs were not heard from again yntil 
a few months ago,when, with other relics of Gencral 
Lee, they were placed on exhibition in Richmond 
when the cornerstone to the monument to be erected 
to his memory was laid. The following letter in

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RAILROAD SPEED. 


Can a Train Move Faster than Eighty Miles 
an Hoar? 

Many questions have been asked concerning 
the highe:t speed possible to be attained by a rail- 
way locomotive. The London Engineersubmits the 
statement that eighty miles an hour is the greatest 
possibie limit, and for the following reasons: 

Because no greater velocity has ever been af- 
tained. 

Because of the resistance of the air. 

Because of the hack pressure in the cylinders, 

Because of the amount of power which must “no 
doubt be lost in imparting violent motion to masses 
of meta! which can make no return when coming 
to rest. The swimging of the engine. the excessive 
vibration of its parts, and the jar and concussion all’ 
operate tothe same end, and tend to keep down’ 
the speed,” 

Because of “the extraordinary retarding in@ucnce 
of very moderate rising gradients.” 

Because of the coupling rod—‘it appears to be 
beyond question that coupling an engine tends to 
keep down! the speed.”’ 

This scarcely seems tosettle the matter, says the 
New Orleans Picayane. There is not a defect 
in the mechanism which cannot probably 
be remedied or improvised. The whole 
question depends on the resistance of the air endof 
friction. The resi¢tance of mechanical friction dees 
not increase with the speed, but with the weight of 
the load to be @¥awn, and it does not appear that 
the resistance of the air through which the train 
moves increases in stich rate with the accessions Of 
motive power as to neutralize the Increase of veToe- 
ity that should eusue. With a smooth, sold and 
stable trackway and improved mechanitm for cre-° 
ating and utilizing steam power there appears “to 
be no. good reason why trains may not attain the 
rate of 100 miles per hour. But it would be mraini- 
festly dangerous to attempt such speed on the 
Amerft¢an railway. ‘There are, of course, limite 46 
the power of all mechanism, but it does not appear 
that ali the possibilities of rapid transit by rail have

Begin the new year on the cash basis, even ifa 
little money must be borrowed to start with. We 
mean just what we say. There's nothing like it for 
economy and thrift. No matter whether ma- 
chinery, fertilizers, groceries or clothes are to be 
purchased, the vender will give you lower figures if 
he knows the pay will be forthcoming in hard cash 
as soon as the goods are delivered, than he will if he 
expects to wait three, six or nine months for it. 
Are thereold debts, standing and accounts at the 
stores running? Very well, settle up, find just what 
they amount to, and then look around and sec if 
something can not be sold from the farm to wipe 
them out. Possibly one end or an odd lot of the 
farm itself might be made to do better service in 
this way than it has ever done before. If not, bor- 
row the money, or, what is about the same thing, 
give your obligations for the balances, but close the 
accounts and keep them closed by paying cash 
thereafter for all that is bought, even though less 
must be bought.

A E.W. Connet, McLeansville, N. C.: I have been 
much interested in reading the different methods of 
churning as given in the Woman’s Kingdom. I 
have concluded to give mine, and if it not suitable 
for your paper I suppose the waste basket is not full 
yet. First, have a good cow; I like the Jerseys. 
Second, place the milk in a cool place, where it can 
have plenty of air. Milk should never be covered; 
pans are better than crocks to set it in, because they 
can be kept sweet easier. Third, skim when thirty- 
six hours old, unless it clabbers sooner, then it 
should beskimmed immediate y. Never let it stand 
longer than forty-ejght hours, even it the milk is 
not thick. Skim with a tin skimmer into a three or 
four quart jar. Stirup thoroughly each time any 
creain is added, allowing the air to penetrate to all 
parts of it. Do not add any cream for twelve hours 
before churning. The churn should be scalded and 
then rinsed in cold water. If the cream is too cold 
it may be placed in a warm room previous to churn- 
ing, but should not be allowed to go over 60°, as the 
churning raises the temperature somewhat. After 
churning about ten minutes the little bags contain- 
ing the butter be.in to break and it seems thick: 
take the lia off and with a knife serape the cream 
off the sides and lid, finish by turning the churn 
dash around for about five minutes, then take the 
butter out, sprinkle salt over it, work it enough with 
& paddle or knife to thoroughly mix the salt, hold- 
ing it to one side to let the milk drain off, then make 
into a roll, or two rolls, if you prefer, for there will 
be about two pounds of nice, solid golden butter. 
But do not think thai such butter can be made if 
the cow has nothing to eat but sedgegrass and wild 
onions. The cow must be well fed, for neither we 
nor the cows have the power to make somcthing 
out of nothing. 


Mrs. L. M., High Shoals, Ga.: As this is the season 
for nice housekeepers to renew and freshen up their 
beds tor spring, I thought an easy plan for making 
over cotton mattresses would be welcomed by the 
sisters, Empty vour ticks and have them washed; 
then pick the cotton apart—the children will assist 
in this part of the work with great pleasure. Take 
your clean ticks, turn wrong side out, and sew 
sirong strips of cloth, about a quarter of a yard long, 
mark the places with a piece of pasteboard about 
eight or ten inches apart; mark on both sides dl- 
rectly opposite. When this is done lay your tick on 
a table or a bed and place your cotton in the end of 
the tick. Then tie the strips all the way across, 
piecing in more cotton and tying down the strings 
that are opposite each other. There is no straining 
or worrying with tacking with a needle. You can 
make one in less than an hour, after the cotton and 
tick are ready. Do nottry to putin all the cotton 
taken from the old mattress—light beds are so much 
more convenient. 
plan plain enough to be understood I will cheer. 

Do not 
like to take up so much valuable space by a longer 
description here. 

Edwards, Miss.: As all recipes, antidotes, etc., are 
expected to be found in our department I will send 
two which will, without doubt, be of general benefit. 
Bibron’s antidote for rattlesnake poison igs highly 
recommended by Dr. J. H. Johnson: It is potas- 
sium iodi, four grains; hydrargyai, chloride corro- 
sive, two grains; bromide, five drachms. Ten drops 
of this mixture taken with one tablespoonful of 
wine or brandy is @ dose; to be repeated if swelling 
returns in an hour, and spirits of ammonia, used 
externally, on swelling of course. An old Saxon 
forester about to die caused his secret, so long and 
successfully practiced, to be published—an antidote 
for hydrophobia. It is: Wash the wound imme- 
diately with tepid vinegar, or water, if the former is 
not at. hand,and dry it. Pour a few drops of hydro- 
chloric acid on wound. This, being a mineral acid, 
destroys the poison in the saliva. I think every 
paper in the world ought to copy time and again 
these two antidotes, for it is terrible to suffer from 
either poison, and every one that can should keep 
& supply in season for snakes and dogs,

There was scarcely any intetval be- 
tween questicn and answer, and the 200 voices 
were asthe voice of one person. oe once 
during the rain of questions that pour down 
in bewildering rapidity for fifteen, minutes 
was there any appreciable faltewing Oftie part 
of the school.

These examples seem simple, but their value 
is appreciated when it is stated that they fol- 
be each other with the greatest lapidity and 
in ever-changing form. Evidently Miss Stone 
is a rare teacher. Few even of the most accom- 
plished teachers have her extraordinary facility 
and command of self. 

The examination of the first grade by Miss 
Merrill in United states history followed. One 
of the happy features of this exercise was the 
submission to the class of perhaps one hundred 

uestions on the leading issues and events of 
the day. The answers were very prompt and 
intelligent, showing the interest taken by the 
class in this novel departure in its work. The 
rogressive character of Miss Merrill's teach- 
ing is ibestente’, by a few of these questions 
ich are appended: :

The contrast between the United States and 
the Spanish American republics was then 
brought out. Our free institutions were traced 
back to their beginning in the mother country, 
and the difference was shown between the 
English idea that ‘Liberty is security against 
wrong,” and the French idea of it that pre- 
vailed during their revolution. The point was 
made that a free government cannot exist un- 
less the mass of the people are moral and intel- 
higent, that ‘Civilization depends on morality.”’

Last night another large congregation gath- 
ered in Trinity church to listen to Dr. Pente- 
cost on the “‘New Birth.”’ 

After prayer and the singing of “‘The Model 
Church” by Mr. Stebbins, .Dr. Pentecost an- 
pounced his text to be foundin Jobn, third 
chapter, lst to Ith verse, inclusive. There 
are two musts: “Ye must be borne again.” 
‘Even so must the Sou of Man be lifted up.” 
These two musts are necessities. The death 
of Christ was a necessity. In all His pilgrim- 
age Christ spoke of His death as being @ neces- 
sty. But that has been accomplishea—‘“‘it is 
finished.” But that is not the only condition 
of salvation. There is anofher must. Salva- 
tion does not mean the taking of men by moral 
force. It is regeneration of character, the re- 
covery of man’s nature from sin to the nature 
of God—a new birth, a new creation. A new 
birth is essential to all. Some may say it inay 
be necessary for the low and debased, but not 
for the high and cultured. But Christ was not 
talking to the woman at the well, or to the 
leper, but to one of the best men of his age and 
race. If he spoke thus to Nicodemus, what 
would he say to you and me? 

If any man be in Christ he is a newcreature, 
anew creation. It is not some man, but any 
map. Wiy should we be born again? 

Not because sin has brought us under the 
condemnation of the law, for Christ is the end 
of the law. It is not a question of penalty, for 
all questions have been met by Jesus. sut 
sin has done more than bring us under the con- 
demnation of the law; i- has ruined man’s 
moral nature. The image of God can no more 
be seen in man. Dr. Pentecost graphically 
depicted the efforts to rid a vessel of tlre fever 


vain. It had to be carried into the m‘ddle of 
the ocean, seuttled and sunk. So with man. 
Ye may patch up but ye cannot make a new 
man oihim. He must be a new creature. But 
if there is a must there is alsoa may be. We 
may be born again. Bad actions indicate a bad 
heart.

Dr. Pente- 
cost drew a graphic picture of the effort to re- 
form a sour apple tree by lopping off the fruit 
and substituting good fruit for it.
